Bertha Crisp, and his two sons, Mr. 
Charles F. Crisp, Jr., and Mr. Fred Crisp, 
were at the Ballard House, on Peachtree 
street. They were quickly summoned. 
When then entered the room Judge Crisp 
was still conscious. He gave them a look 
of recognition, breathed a few times and 
died. He could not speak. His death was 
flue to heart failure, hastened by recent 
attacks of pleuro-pneumonia.

He 
was elected speaker of the Fifty-second 
and Fifty-third congresses. He was 61 
years old.

FOS-MILKIKG Df FLY TIME. 


A smart, practical fellow 
who 


worked for' me three years dropped 
on to the,device which appears in this 
article. It was during a time when 
flies were extremely bad that this fel- 
low, who thought to save both his 
head and his shins, hunted up one of 
those immense oat dust sacks from 
the oatmills, and, ripping down one

For a few minutes the cow struggled 


with he* tail in vain effort to use it 
over his defenceless head, as she had 
got in the habit of doing, flies or no 
flies. On finding that there were no 
flies to brush off she quieted down, 
and from that date there was no trouble 
about flies in our stable at milking 
time. The device answers so well that 
each milker has a cover and never for- 
gets to use it. Tho closed end prac- 
tically keeps the cow from switching 
her tail in a manner to annoy, the 
milker. 


If there are no large sacks of the 


description mentioned take enough 
coffee or fertilizer sacks (wash the 
latter) and sew together. I would 
suggest that a continuation of the 
robe would cover the neck to the 
horns and be made sloping to fit.

VABIETY IX FEEriNG.

It has been found that five single

They will not do a thing un­ 
less you say please. 
I come along with 
a lot of boiling hot coffee and call ‘One 
side,’ but three of them will stand 
right in the middle of tho floor until 
I say ‘One side, please.’

get ‘tips’ very often, although one of 
our young women got $2.70 one elec­ 
tion night. 
A gentleman gave me 
fifty cents once, and sometimes we get 
five cents or ten cents. 
A man gave 
one of the girls a penny once.

Thfi Imperial Russian 3Iint at Sh 


Petersburg, and the ateliers of the 
Hotel des JMonnaies, astlie Paris Mint 
is called, are both busy just now with 
a huge task of turning gold and silver 
bullion into coins stamped with the 
effigy of- the new Czar Nicholas II. 
The total value represented by this 
issne of coin will be over $750,000,- 
000. The gold coins of this vast sum 
are being struck at St. Petersburg, 
bat ths contract for minting the great 
quantity of silver pieces of small 
denominations has fallen to Prance. 
This is the first commission of the sort 
that France has received from the 
Russian Government since 1862. 
The 


metal which serves for the fabrication 
of these new silver pieces comes from 
the United States. 


The greatest number of coins struck 


will be of the denomination of one 
ruble, of about eighty cents value.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIR*. 


CANNED CORN. 


Select corn that is full in the milk, 


but not hard. With a sharp knife score 
the kernels by cutting through the 
center of every row, then cut from the 
cob and with the back of the 
knife 


scrape all the milk off the cob. 
Put 


about a teacupful into a quart jar and 
pound it down with a small wooden 
mau1, made like a potato masher; keep 
adding corn and pounding it down un- 
til the jar is tilled to within half an 
inch of the top. There must be no air 
spaces between the kernels and the 
milk must fill every space. Put the 
rubber on and the cover about half- 
way, set the jar into a kettle of cold 
water, having placed a piece of board 
between bottom of jar and kettle; let 
it boil three hours, then screw the 
cover on as tightly as possible - then 
boil one hour longer. 
As soon as the 


jar is cold, wrap in brown paper and 
put on its side in the coolest part of 
the cellar. 
By using a wash boiler to 


boil them in, four jars may be canned 
at a time.—New England Homestead. 


TrfE MODEL LINEN CLOSET. 


Every housewife knows the comfort 


of having a cupboard set aside for the 
sole use ol the house linen. It should 
be her pride to see that everything 
contained in this cupboard is neatly 
arranged on the shelves, and where, at 
any moment, she will be able to lay 
her hands on any separate article. To 
attain this she must herself arrange 
the linen on the shelves, and must not 
allow any one else, who is likely to 
disarrange it, to go to the cupboard. 
Let me, then, show you which is the 
best method of arranging the linea 
cupboard. 
I will take an imaginary 


cupboard, which has four shelves. On 
the first shelf should be placed all the 
bed linen, sheets, pillow cases, etc., 
in different piles. On the second shelf 
all the bed furniture, curtains, etc. ; 
on the third shelf all the table linen, 
together with any toilet mats, doylies, 
etc., and lastly, on the fourth shelf, 
should be placed towels, 
kitchen 


linen and the various oddments which 
are a necessary adjunct to make up a 
complete set of house linen. Like all 
cupboards, the linen chest requires 
frequent overhauling, for the tiresome 
serviettes, tea cloths, etc., will wear 
out and want replenishing. 
In most 


cases it is a wise plan to replace each 
article as it wears, and in this way yon 
will always have the full set of linen 
and will not suddenly find that you 
have not sufficient table napkins to go 
round.—New York Advertiser.

TO GARNISH COLD DISHES. 


Plain every day dishes at the home 


table may be made more appetizing if 
the young housekeeper will instruct 
her maid of all work to pay a little 
more attention to them, or if she will 
devote a few moments before each 
meal to seeing that the dish is prettily 
garnished. 


Cold roast lamb is good; but who 


wants to have it placed before him in 
a whole leg or shoulder, without a 
sprig of green, on a hot day? A sim- 
ple and effective way to serve cold 
lamb is: Select a large loin and have 
your butcher cut each chop up to the 
joint; crack the joints, but do not 
separate them, ancl remove the meat 
an inch from the end of each chop 
bone. Now draw the two ends of the 
loin together and tie, spreading the 
small ends so they form a circle, and 
roast as you would any piece of meat, 
only remembering that the chops be- 
ing separated, the meat will cook more 
quickly. 


This lamb may be served hot or cold, 


bnt, if it is cold, ornament the end of 
each chop bone with a fringed and 
curled paper cap, stick a bouquet' of 
mint or parsley in the top, and uoon 
the platter between each pair of chops 
put a spoonful of cold boiled string 
beans or peas, and on the green bed » 
small red ball cut Irom boiled beets. 
Serve a French dressing in a separate 
dish for the vegetables. 


This is but one of many ways. If the 


housekeeper shows interest in having 
the home dishes prettily garnished the 
maid soon will be and will find she, 
too, has a brain and can surprise you 
with some ingenious device.—Ameri- 
can Cultivator.

CANNED COEN. 


Relecb corn that is full in tho milk, 
but not hard. With a sharp knifo score 
the kernels by cutting through tho 
conter of every row, then out from tho 
cob and with the back of tho knifo 
scrapo all the milk off tho cob. 
Put 
about a teacupful into a quart jar and 
pound it down with a small woodon 
mnut, made like a potato masher; keep 
adding corn and pounding it down un­ 
til the jar is filled to within half an 
inch of tho top. 
Thero must bo no air 
spaces between tho kernels and the 
milk must fill every space. 
Put the 
rubber on and tho cover about half­ 
way, set tho jar into a lcettlo of cold 
water, having placed a piece of board 
between bottom of jar and kettle; let 
it boil three hours, then screw tho 
cover on as tightly as possible-then 
boil one hour longer. 
As soon as the 
jar is cold, wrap in brown paper and 
put on its side in the coolest part of 
the cellar. 
By using a wash boiler to 
boil them in, four jars may bo canned 
at a time.—New England Homestead, 


TsV.E MODEL LINEN CLOSET. 


F.verv housewife knows the comfort 
of having a cupboard set aside for tho 
sole use of the house linen. 
It should 
bo her pride to see that everything 
contained in this cupboard is neatly 
arranged on the shelves, and where, at 
any moment, she will bo able to lay 
her hands on any sep^irate article. To 
attain this she must herself arrange 
the linen on the shelves, and must not 
allow any one else, who is likely to 
disarrange it, to go to the cupboard. 
Let me, then, show you which is the 
best method of arranging the linen 
cupboard. 
I will take an imaginary 
cupboard, which has four shelves. On 
tho first shelf should be placed all the 
bed linen, sheets, pillow cases, etc., 
in different piles. On the second shelf 
all the bed furniture, curtains, etc. ; 
on the third shelf all the table linen, 
together with any toilet mats, doylies, 
etc,, and lastly, on the fourth shelf, 
should be placed 
towels, 
kitchen 
linen and the various oddments which 
are a necessary adjunct to make up a 
complete set of house linen. 
Like all 
cupboards, the linen chest requires 
frequent overhauling, for the tiresome 
serviettes, tea cloths, etc., will wear 
out and want replenishing. 
In most 
cases it is a wise plan to replace each 
article as it wears, and in this way you 
will always have the full set of linen 
and will not suddenly find that you 
have not sufficient table napkins to go 
round.—New York Advortiser. 


TO GARNISH COLD 
DISHES. 


Plain every day dishes at the homo 
table may be made more appetizing if 
the young housekeeper will instruct 
her maid of all work to pay a little 
more attention to them, or if she will 
devote a few moments before each 
meal to seeing that the dish is prettily 
garnished. 


Cold roast lamb is good; but who 
wants to have it placed before him in 
a whole leg or shoulder, without a 
sprig of green, on a hot day? 
A sim­ 
ple and effective way to serve cold 
lamb is : 
Select a large loin and have 
your butcher cut each chop up to tho 
joint; crack the joints, but do not 
separate them, and remove the meat 
an inch from the end of each chop 
bone. 
Now draw the two ends of the 
loin together and tie, spreading the 
small ends so they iorm a circle, and 
roast as you would any piece of meat, 
only remembering that the chops be­ 
ing separated, the meat will cook more 
quickly. 


This lamb may be served hot or cold, 
but, if it is cold, ornament the end of 
each chop bone with a fringed and 
curled paper cap, stick a bouquet4 of 
mint or parsley in the top, and upon 
the platter between each pair of chops 
put a spoonful of cold boiled string 
beans or peas, and on the green bed a 
small red ball cut irom boiled beets. 
Serve a French dressing in a separato 
dish for the vegetables. 


This is but one of many ways. If tho 
housekeeper shows interest in having 
the home dishes prettily garnished the 
muid soon will be and will find she, 
too, has a brain and can surprise you 
with some ingenious device.—Ameri­ 
can Cultivator,

If a lamp burner is occasionally 
boiled in vinegar it will cleanse every 
part of it, and it is said that if the 
wicks are soaked in vinegar before 
they are used at all and then thorough­ 
ly dried they will draw well and will 
not m oke.

who the miscreants were. The police had 
no better success, and Mr. Powers, the 
owner. Of the building, who is also the 
president of the college, said that he did 
not know who had thrown the eggs, al- 
though he admitted that they caiao from 
tthe students in his Institution. 


"I would be very glad to hear that the 


police have arrested those who insulted 
Mr,<Bryan this afternoon," said Chairman

Fatal Disobedience of Order*. 


^ST. Louis, Oct. 26.— Shortly before 10 
o'clock yesterday morning two passenger 
trains on the St Louis and San Francisco 
road collided nearly opposite "Windsor sta- 
tion.about thirteen miles from this city.in- 
stantly killing eight persons and injuring 
more than twenty, three of whom will 
probably die.

It was after 1 o'clock that At. Crisp 
was fioized with another attack. 
Tho 
watchors saw it and sent down stairs 
for Dr. Holmes. 
Judge Crisp' B two 
ciaughtors, Mrs. Fred Davenport and Miss 
Dortlia Crisp, and his two 
sons, Mr. 
CharlesF. Crisp, Jr., and Mr. Fred Crisp, 
were at the Ballard House, on Peachtrce 
strcot. 
They wore quickly summoned. 
When then entered the room Judge Crisp 
was Rtlll conscious. Ho gave thom a look 
of recoijnitiou, broathod a few times and 
died. Ho could not speak. His death was 
duo to heart failure, hastened by recent 
attaclts of pleuro-pneumonia. 


Mr. Crisp was tho choice of tho Demo- 
crats of Georgia to succeed Senator Johu 
M. Gordon iu tho United States senate, 
and would havo beeu choson to that po-

ing session had he lived. 


Governor W. Y. Atkinson, who has just 
been re-elected chief oxecutlvo of Georgia 
for ft term of two years, is prominently 
mentioned as successor to tho senatorial 
eoiit which would havo been Mr. Crisp's 
had ho survived.

If the potatoes are not to be dug 
with a macbiue, turnijis can bo growu 
among them with profit, aud generally 
with better advantage than among 
corn.

The muck thrown on the bunk to 
drain and mellow should be drawn to 
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mfz them for his fowls to reach tho 
end sought at tho least cost. 


Variety is tho ''spice'* in a fowl's 
food. 
In selecting and mixing the 
''variety*' we are governed more by 
our surroundings than by choice. The 
farmer of tho West will continue to 
use nil tho corn he can consistently 
with a good ration, while tho New 
Englander near the seaboard will feed 
all tho fish consistent with ijood re- 
sults. 


Whatever the ration, 
wholesome- 
ness must be kept in mind. 
Moldy 
corn, 
rotten 
potatoes 
and 
putrid 
flesh are 
not wholesome, 
although 
fowls will eat them. 
Perhaps the 
theory advanced by some that tho 
gizzard 
removes 
tho 
objectional 
features of such feed ia correct, but 
our experienco teaches us the llavor, 
color and quality of eggs are afi'ected 
by feed. 
This being the case it does 
not seem reasonable 
that all im- 
purities are removed from food by 
being passed through a hen's gizzard. 


Experience also teaches that fowle 
have sickened and died when no cause 
but improper food could be found. It 
is safer not to take chances anyway, 
and it is much pleasanter, to say the 
least, to eat eggs and poultry not pro- 
duced from offiil, carrion or rotten 
grain.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

Las Qver the keeper of animals for 
profit is, fowls are omnivorous—eat 
everything, excelling even swine in 
this. 
This fact should teach every 
one that a constant feeding of one 
grain or one vegetable or one animal 
substance will not produce tho best 
results. 
Yet there are scores and 
hundreds of farmers who throw out 
corn, and corn alone, to their iowls 
from December to April and then, de- 
clare that "hens eat their heads off 
every winter/' 
This 
omnivorous 
quality of fowls gives the poultry- 
keeper the opportunity of making up 
a ration of the foods at his command 
that will produce the reault sought, 


The far-back ¡parents of our domestic 
fowls mixed their meat and vegetables 
as gathered on

When ft lamb is swollen under tho 
throat, or a sheep either, it is out oi 
order and needs attention.

Most likely all it needs is a few meshes 
of warm gruel, with a little sugar and 
a few drops of eftsence of ginger in it.

The greatest fear of the shepherd at 
this time is the stagnant water bj?

For tho latter, salt u 
a truo specific, always preventing this 
disease. 


Mangel« never yet hurt a sheep ; on 
the contrary they will be helpful to 
them. 
These roots are not only diges- 
tible, fully 
and wholly, being al) 
digested and assimilated by the sheep, 
but this digestibility helps to digest 
other food. 
It is now too late to sow 
a crop of these roots, but the next 
best thing to be done is to sow white 
turnips any time this month, 
and 
gather them before the hard frostfi 
occur. 
You may get GüO or 800 bush- 
els from an acre of good land at a cost 
of fifty cents for the seed, one pound 
being enough fur one acre. 


Fly blow is a troublesome matter, 
and should have been carefully avoided 
by precautions. 
Oil is the best thing 
to apply to sheep; it kills off grubs 
and helps heal the sores. 
One way oi 
avoiding it is to get the outs made in 
shearing well healed immediately, by 
applying some ointment or some othei 
dressing, or simply dusting the cuts 
with dry calomel, by which they are 
healed in a few days,

3nilions in ¡Silver Coin. 


Tho Imperial Russian Mint at St. 
Petersburg, and the ateliers of the 
Hotel des Monnaies, as the Paris Mint 
is called, are both busy just now with 
a huge task of turning gold and silver 
bullion into coins stamjied with tho 
efligy of. the new Czar Nicholas I L 
The total value represented by this 
issue of coin will bo over $750,000,- 
000. 
The gold coins of this vast sum 
are being struck at St. Petersburg, 
but the contract for minting the groat 
quantity 
of 
silver pieces of small 
denominations has fallen to France. 
This is the first commission of the sort 
that France has 
received from the 
Russian Government since 1862, 
The 
metal which serves for the fabrication 
of these new silver piecos comes from 
the United States. 


The greatest number of coins struck 
will be of the denomination of one 
ruble, of about eighty cents value. 
Upon its face is the profile of the 
Czar, surrounded 
by the words in 
Russian characters which mean " B y 
the grace of God, Nicholas I L , 
Em- 
peror and Autocrat of all the Rus- 
sians." Upon the reverse are stamped 
the imperial arms, the value, and year 
of coinage. 


The workshops of 
the Hotel des 
Mounaiee, where these coind are being 
struck, are so finely equipped for their 
purpose that, aside from the money of 
France, they are kept busy continually 
executingorders from other countries. 
Each of the six furnaces in which the 
silver is melted is capable of contain 
ing from 1500 to2250 pounds of metal. 
The machines for stamping the coins 
are remarkably ingenious pieces' of 
mechanism, 
sixty pieces 
of 
money 
being struck by each of 
tUem per 
minute.
